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ORTHODOX FINANCE AND SOCIAL 
CREDIT 


Generally speaking, the thinking and habits of public men 
as politicians, is beyond the scope of our editorial intellect. 

Alberta’s premier, along with his party and its leader in 
1935 was elected to banish orthodox finance and all its at- 
tendant evils. Instead of doing this, we find, 15 years later, 
that the professed enemy of big business—Social Credit, so 
called—is doing a mighty fine job of co-operating with high 
finance. 

Naturally, the other principal parties, Liberal and CCF 
are a bit peeved, and with good reason. They argue: “Social 
Crediters were elected to introduce Social Credit. But they 
have not done this. In fact, they are pursuing all the old 
orthodox methods of finance they so soundly condemned a 
decade ago. Whether Social Credit theories are good or not 
will never be known. The present party is Social Credit in 
name only. Therefore either the name of the party should 
be changed or it should dissolve as no longer supporting its 
professed beliefs.” 


These are not only the views of the official opposition 
parties, but also a small section of the Social Credit group. 
Besides, Social Crediters generally have lost their religious 
veal for Social Credit and support not the principles, or the 
ideals, but just the party. 


This is a bad thing for Social Credit. The promise of 
freedom from taxation, the lure of a $25 dividend every month, 
the holy war against orthodox finance, has given Social Credit 
a spiritual glamor transcending that of an ordinary political 
party. 

Now all these things have been repudiated in fact if not 
in word. Albertans will no longer feel obligated to stick to 
the party, on party principles alone. Some may even consider 
it as ‘‘fust another” party—and vote against it. 

The premier is not to be criticized for his good record of 
finance. But the party, as Social Credit, might well ask— 
“What are we here for?” 


STRANGE OBJECTS IN THE SKY 


At last the scientists have come up with something that 
might serve as a logical explanation to the ‘Flying Saucers” 
that have supposedly been seen cavorting in the heavens over 
Alberta—and elsewhere. 

High in the northern sky, out of the normal belt for 
asteroids, the astronomers have observed a mysterious, fast- 
moving object, which does not have a “tail” like most comets. 

The strange object and its orbit are unknown, but Dr. 
Harlowe Shapley, director of the Harvard Observatory, says: 
“It's one of the most unusual objects sighted in the sky in 
some time.” 

Until the scientific observers manage to discover the na- 
ture of the object, what we have to say on the subject will 
of course be highly speculative. But it does sound at least 
reasonable to assume that meteors from this object could 
well be the flying saucers we have heard so much about. At 
least it's a far more logical line of reasoning than to presume 
the strange missiles reported in the heavens are space-craft 
from Mars, manned by tiny men 23 inches tall! 

So many reports have come in on the flying saucers these 
last three years, that it seems incredible there's so many liars 
in the world, The vast majority of people who say they've 
seen the mysterious objects are, of course, definitely not liars. 

Then do these things exist only in the imagination of 
honest, but mistaken observers? 

No matter how imaginative some people are, and no mat- 
ter to what extent ‘mass hallucinations” can grow, some of 
these people must have seen something. Some were no doubt 
weather balloons, others day-time meteors. 

But until conclusive evidence is presented one way or the 
other, we can be sure to hear of many more such reports as 
have come to our attention in the past. E\ventually we shall 
no doubt know for sure just what they are, but at the present 
only opinions can be expressed. And what do opinions count 
when people talk of things flying through the sky?

- Weeds Plague The Prairies 


From the Winnipeg Free Press 

When large sections of the west- 
ern Canadian crop are struck down 
by a great visitation like rust or 
a grasshopper invasion, it is wide- 
ly and properly regarded as a 
national calamity. The impact of 
the prairie disaster on the whole 
economy of Canada is instantly 
recognized, and it becomes as 
much a topic of discussion on Bay 
street as on Rosser avenue. 

Yet every year a killer is at 
work in our fields that takes a 
toll greater than rust, grasshop- 
pers, sawflies and all the rest of 
our crop hazards put together; 
and apart from agricultural ex- 
perts it rates scarcely a nod. 

The loss caused by weeds which 
form the No. 1 agent of destruc- 
tion, is appalling. It was stated 
succinctly the other day by Mr. G. 
R. Fraser, a former official of the 
Manitoba Department of Agri- 
culture, who is now with the 
Saskatchewan Department of Ag- 
griculture, He said that the aver- 
age Saskatchewan farmer lost 
from 18 to 20 per cent of his crop 
income each year through weeds. 

The loss which they caused was 
greater than that from field crop 
diseases (including rust), field in- 
sects (including grasshoppers), 
livestock diseases, hail and flood 
combined 


AS MUCH AS OATS WORTH 

This proportion of loss is not 
confined to Saskatchewan. Mani- 
toba agricultural officials say it 
may be applied to this province 
and Alberta as well. On this basis, 
the farmers of the prairie prov- 
inces lost nearly as much money 
from weeds last year as they 
made from their entire crop of 
oats Their weed loss was just 
about double the value of their 
crop of barley. In specific terms, 
the loss through weeds was just 
under $200 millions 

What, if anything, has been 
done to reduce this huge annual 
loss”? 

For years little was done, apart 
from the not-too-rigid enforce. 
ment of the Noxious Weed Act 
and from the individual farmer's 
own efforts. The farmer himself, 
although seized with the need for 
weed control, pursued the job 
half-heartedly and often with the 
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spirit of defeatism. With the tools 
at his command he could only do 
a partially successful job; and his 
best efforts could be nullified by 
a strong wind blowing in his direc- 
tion from a nearby field of sow 
thistles. 


TWO IMPROVEMENTS 
However, two great improve- 
ments have occurred in the last 
few years and they have convinced 
farmers that unlike natural visita- 
tions, the weed hazard is control- 
able. They were the development 
of chemical weed killers and vast- 
ly improved tillage implements. 
Hand in hand with these there 
has been a sharp increase in the 
attention paid to the problem by 
governments and other agencies. 
As a result of this growth of 
interest, the first prairie weed 
conference was held in 1947. 
Similar conferences were held in 
1948 and 1949, followed by pro- 
vincial and district conterenegh 
The big conference is att ed 
by provincial, federal and univer- 
sity experts, and by representa- 
tives of the chemical companies, 
farm machinery companies, grain 
elevators and other agencies whose 
welfare is tied up with that of 
the farmer. It serves as a clearing 
house for information on chemieal 
control and better tillage; and 
through it the whole method af 
control is passed down through 
the provincial and district confer- 
ences to the man on the farm. 


WITHIN 5 OR 10 YEARS 

It naturally took some time for 
knowledge of the new techniques 
to reach the farmer and be put 
into practice. But by 1949, the 
new control methods were making 
a major impact on the problem. 
The results of all the heavy spade- 
work of the previous two years 
began to become apparent, not 
only to the experts, but to the 
farmers themselves. In the opinion 
of Mr. H. FE. Wood, chairman of 
the Manitoba Weeds Commission, 
the process of improvement should 
be cumulative. He believes that 
within the next five or 10 years, 
it is possible for the whole prob- 
lem of weeds to be transformed 
from our leading headache to a 
comparatively minor ailment. 
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handful of pri vate members 
who keep risingto their feet to 
talk down the two pipeline bills at 
present before the House is a 
rousing one. Build an all-Canadian 
route, they assert. Make these 
pipeline people promise to build a 
line entirely in Canadian territory. 
It sounds fine. But what does this 
talk achieve? Only one thing. It 
uses up the time allowed for pri- 
vate members’ bills and thus the 
bills get “talked down” and the re- 
quired charters are not forthcom- 
ing. 


What makes this all-Canada 
argument seem futile at the pres- 
ent time at least, is that assur- 
ances have been given by a great 
many people that gas from Al- 
berta will be guaranteed to British 
Columbia users before it is sold to 
Americans in the Pacific North- 
west. No one, of course, argues 
that the Americans are not going 
to get Alberta gas. Regardless of 
who builds a pipeline a great deal 
of the gas will have to be sold to 
U.S. cities. If it were not for the 
great gas market these cities are, 
there would be no pipeline because 
British Columbia alone does not 
represent a big enough market to 
justify building an expensive pipe- 
line, 


The protection of British Col- 
umbia users is guaranteed in our 
own Gas Conservation Act; it has 
been guaranteed by at least one of 
the companies applying for a char- 
ter and it has been guaranteed by 
the Minister of Trade and Com- 
merce, Hon. C. D. Howe. Presum- 
ably the Board of Transport Com- 
missioners, Who also get a veto on 
this matter, would hardly ignore 
the views of all these people. 


If the filibusters’ talk about ‘“de- 
fence” purposes implies the danger 
of a war between Canada and the 
United States, a southern route 
gas pipeline would be no more vul- 
nerable than the big Interprovin- 
cial oil line which is being built to 
Superior, Wisconsin. 


The whole filibuster argument 
does not seem to add up. And in 
the meantime it is delaying Alber- 
ta's own chances of making an im- 
portant decision. For with only 
one company allowed a charter by 
Ottawa to date, this province is in 
no position to bargain on the ques- 
tion of rates or routes, Let more 
companies get their charters and 
Alberta has a chance to look over 
the picture before deciding. 


That decision, incidentally, can- 
not be held off too long. Down in 
Montana and Wyoming new gas 
reserves are being discovered reg- 
ularly If the Ottawa filibuster 
continues long enough perhaps the 
gas people in those states can 
build a line to move their gas out 
to the Pacific Northwest. 


What then happens to the dream 
of an Alberta-British Columbia 
pipeline, with too few customers in 
our neighbor province to support 
such a project? 

What then happens to Alberta's 
excess gas? 

What then happens to the 
chances of having a gas export 
company build a collecting grid in 
this province which would not only 
serve the export pipeline, but link 
many smaller communities to a 
ready-made gas service?

MORINVILLE, — Those who preach the end of private 
enterprise and decry personal ambition, can learn a_ lesson 
from the success story of John Camarta, written in the daily 
production of coal at the Morinville Colliery. 


This mine, two miles southwest 
of Morinville, was, before Mr. 
Camarta came here in 1945, just a 
stubble field. Now the field is 
known all over Alberta, and the 
huge coal delivery elevator is vis- 
ible for miles around. 


Coal from,the mine is shipped 
down east and to the coast. A new 
electric coal cutter will soon make 
greater production possible. 


The Morinville Colliery, in the 
busy season, employs 25 to 30 
men and produces 100 tons daily 
of high quality coal. Next season, 
with better equipment and more 
modern screening methods, au 
even better quality product will 
be delivered in greater volume. 
Capacity is expected to reach 200 
tons per day next winter. 


The shaft, which was started in 
November 1945, now reaches a 
quarter of a mile from the mine 
head, nearly 1,500 feet. This, of 
course, is not a strip mine, and 
coal is brought out on small trucks 
on rails. A new hoist and tipple 
mechanism dumps the coal from 
the the rail trucks to road vehicles 
below making for the most speedy 
and efficient service.

West Jasper 


Farmers’ Union 
Attacks Rural 
Electrification 


A change of policy in rural elec- 
trification in Alberta is being 
sought by the Farmers’ Union of 
Alberta. Claiming that the pres- 
ent plans under which the power 
companies in Alberta are proceed- 
ing with rural electrification are 
entirely unsatisfactory and very 
unfair to the farmers, the execu- 
tive of the F.U.A. is at present 
circularizing their locals with a 
brief pointing out the weaknesses 
of the present setup, and con- 
trastng the Alberta system with 
the Manitoba method They are 
requesting that the locals study 
the brief and make the necessary 


steps to evolve concerted action on 
the matter with provincial au- 
thorities. 

The brief points out that in Al- 
berta, farmers pay for the rural 
lines, a situation that does not 
exist in towns and cities The 
cost of these lines amounts to 
from $900 to $1,200 per farmer 
and the F.U.A. points out that this 
high cost prevents full coverage, 
as many farmers along the pro- 
posed lines cannot afford it 

Newly established people, par- 
ticularly war veterans and young- 
er farmers are hardest hit, and 
consequently are being denied one 
of the greatest benefits of rural 
life.
